II. SUCCINCT SUMMARY OF CASE 

A PREDICATION: Since at least the late 1960s, JAMES LEE then 
an officer of International Longshoreman's Association Local 14M?, 
Wilmington, N. C. , had been running a small sundries store across 
from the union hall and utilizing it as a front to loan longshoremen 
money at exorbitant interest rates. In addition LEE was a known 
fence of stolen goods. Previous investigation of LEE had been 
unsuccessful due to a lack of cooperating witnesses and because 
of his close relationship with some members of the local police 
force. As a result of Charlotte's participation in the nationwide 
UNIRAC investigation, information was received indicating Lfcbs 
control of union activity through loan schemes in which he charged 
union members 25 percent interest per week on money loaned, 

B. NARRATIVE OF OFFENSE: LEE, during the time he was a union 
officer and after he retired in 1075, had been able to insure the 
collection of his high-interest loans by obtaining union members 
paychecks, forging their signatures, cashing the checks, and then 
returning the money to the people who owed him, minus his loan 
and interest. Because he was able to obtain these checks and 
take out his money each week, he not only insured his payment tout 
also enabled himself to maintain a captive clientele week after 
week because after LEE took his money out, the longshoremen did 
not have enough to make it to the next paycheck and were forced 
to borrow again. Although LEE had a "bodyguard" to protect him, 
there was little or no extortionate actions to get the longshoremen 
to pay, and it was felt pursuing this matter under the RICO Statute 
not only would ensure the greatest chance of conviction but also 
would afford the best opportunity to present LEE's strong control 
of union affairs and his total dominance of union payroll. As a 
result of a search warrant, records dating back to 1970 were seized 
from LEE detailing his extortionate credit activities. During 
FGJ testimony LEE attempted to get witnesses to give false statements 
As a result three longshoremen were charged with perjury.

Pridgen was employed by the Wilson County Sheriff 's 
Office from August, 1952, until November, 1974, as Chief Deputy 
of that county. As of 1974, he was then elected the Sheriff of 
Wilson County, During the past several years, rumors have 
existed that Pridgen and possibly other members of the Sherif f ' s 
Office were knowledgeable of and possibly protecting prostitution 
and gambling operations within the Wilson County area. During 
October, 1977, the madam of a local prostitution business in the 
Wilson County area furnished information to the FBI regarding 
direct payments to the Sheriff for protection of her business.

a) PREDICATION: 

This case was predicated upon source 
information that JOHN J. FELICE, JR., a well-known 
Cleveland Teamster Official, was embezzling monies from 
those Teamster Union Locals in which FELICE was an 
elected official* 

b) NARRATIVE OF OFFENSE: 

In June, 1977, Federal Grand Jury subpoenas 
were obtained for the records of the Teamsters Local 
Unions for which JOHN J, FELICE, JR., served as an elected 
official. The subpoenas covered approximately a five-year 
period beginning with January, 1972. The Teamsters Unions 
effected, namely Locals 73, 293 and 796, made an initial 
effort to narrow the scope of the records called for by the 
grand jury. When the Cleveland Strike Force refused to 
accept anything less than the original subpoena, the 
unions, through counsel, motioned to quash the subpoenas. 
In late June, 1977, the motion was heard by U. S. District 
Court Judge Thomas, Northern District of Ohio, Cleveland, 
Ohio, who denied the motion and approved a schedule of 
surrender of the unions 1 records to the FBI. 

In November, 1977, a complete audit of the 
unions; records was completed and Federal Grand Jury 
subpoenas were issued to area merchants, credit card 
companies and insurance brokers doing business with the 
Teamsters Local Unions . 

On December 29, 1977, MANUEL J. CALTA, JR., a 
business Agent for Teamsters Local Union 293 was shot and 
wounded while on picket duty at the O'Brien Chevrolet 
Company, Mayfield Road, Lyndhurst, Ohio. 

In March, 1973 , Government witness LOUIS J. 
ARATARI admitted to FBI Agents that JOHN J. FELICE, JR., 
had hired him {ARATARI) to kill MANUEL J. CALTA, JR. 
Subsequent investigation of this incident developed 
information and evidence which corroborated ARATARI 'S account 
of the attempted murder conspiracy. Special attention was

U.S. Attorney for the Eastern District of Texas 

requested an Investigation of corruption among elec t ed of f ic ials 
in Longview and Gregg County, Texas, be Initiated. This area has 
he reputation for Illegal activities that date back to the early 
1930's Illegal gambling at the Hideaway Lounge and Foster Farm 
was rampant.

A plan was devised to lure the former employee to a 
rn,,ntv barn where he would be killed rather than to arrest him 
anrembarrass the Sheriff's department. (The Pi nes Motel phase 
is being handled as a separate RICO matter), A justice of the 
peace and a county commissioner were implicated in the gambling 
activities and the attempted murder.

A. Predication 

After receipt of a letter from an inmate at the 
Washington County Jail, Jonesboro, Tennessee, 
to the effect that he had information to furnish 
regarding unnamed officials, an attempt was made 
to interview him on 5/10/78. When Agents of 
the Knoxville office arrived at the jail, the 
Sheriff and Captain Edd Wilson exhibited unusual 
interest in the inmate and were uncooperative 
in that the Sheriff would not consent to let 
him make a phone call. That night, a shakedown 
inspection was held in the jail, and the inmate 
was placed in solitary confinement, and taped 
recordings made by the inmate and promised to 
the FBI Agents were confiscated and withheld 
from the FBI, The inmate had made copies of 
the recordings, however, and these copies were 
furnished to the FBI by the inmate's girlfriend. 
The tapes were found to contain statements of 
numerous inmates who had paid Captain Biney 
Humphreys or were aware of payments to him for 
privileges including visits to home, work 
release, probation, and outright release. 

B. Narrative of Offense: 

Investigation then involved interviewing all the 
inmates and former inmates involved and obtaining 
their cooperation in exchange for an understanding 
that they would not be prosecuted by local 
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authorities for bribery. Arrangements were 
made to have several inmates removed to 
other prison facilities through the local 
District Attorney General. Approximately 
20 bribery violations were uncovered 
regarding Humphreys and a spinoff of this 
matter also uncovered approximately 22 
$200 payoffs to Humphreys from a local 
bootlegger. 

The inmates would approach Humphreys with a 
request that he allow them to go home over- 
night and he would allow them to do so and 
arrange transportation by a deputy, for $50-5100 
per trip. If an inmate requested probation, he 
would check with the probation office to see if 
he were eligible and, if so, testify for him 
at his hearing and make other arrangements 
to get him probation. He was paid $750 to 
$]000 for this. On one occasion, he was unable 
to obtain the inmate's release on probation 
after he had received the $1000 fee, so he 
forged a judge's release on time served. 
Humphreys, after being faced with the evidence, 
confessed to his activities and pleaded 
guilty on 9/4/79, to one count of the R*C 
Statute. He agreed to cooperate with tne FBI 
in exchange for allowing him to plead guilty 
to one count instead of 20. He furnished 
additional information regarding the Sheriff 
receiving two payoffs from the local bootlegger 
and one payoff from a local vendor.

The New York maritime Industry Investigation was 
undertaken 1n 1975 to determine the extent of organized crtme 
Infiltration of this Industry and of the International Longshoremen 
Association (ILA) as well as unlawful activities by the latter.

. SUCCINCT SUMMARY 
A. Predication 

In September, 1979, a RICO case was opened on Manue 
Frank Rublo and John Thomas Palowar, Et Al , based on allegatH 
that both were partners 1n an enterprise known as Siesta 
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Catering Company which utilized extortionate competitive 
tactics, Including bombing and arson, 1n order to force out 
competitors. Allegations were also received Indicating that 
Siesta Catering had been receiving financial support from 
newbers of the Hells Angels Motorcycle Club (HAMC), 
Witnesses, Including those who had previously complained to 
and sought assistance from law enforcement authorities, 
denied any knowledge of any extortionate activities on the 
part of Siesta Catering's management when called to testify 
before an Investigative Federal Grand Jury (FGJ) at San 
Francisco, California. Investigation Into the activities 
of Siesta Catering, however, revealed that Rublo, Alan 
Passaro and Kenneth Maxwell had been silent partners in an 
automotive body repair shop 1n San Rafael, California, 
during the period 1972 to 1975, along with one Thomas Lee 
Bryant, Bryant had been a former member of the HAMC who 
testified for the state at a Sonoma County, California, 
murder trial Involving fellow members of the HAMC. Bryant 
alleged that financial resources derived from the Illicit 
manufacture and sale of narcotics had been used by his 
partners to acquire and maintain an Interest in a business 
subsequently set up in the name of San Rafael Auto Body 
Shop and Repair. During this period HAMC had also been of 
Investigative Interest to the Drug Enforcement Administration 
(DEA) and the Bureau of Alcohol. Tobacco and Firearms (ATF) 
due to the prolific Involvement of the HAMC 1n the manufacture 
and distribution of metharaphetamine (crank) and their Illicit 
Involvement with firearms. The situation with respect to the 
HAMC became a natter of particular concern to the law enforce- 
ment community 1n California when 1n early 1978 a detective 
with the Solano County Bureau of Narcotics Enforcement was 
nearly killed by a remotely controlled explosive device as 
he was preparing to leave his residence on the day that he 
was scheduled to testify in court against a member of the 
HAMC. Similar such attempts had previously been reported on 
the lives of motorcycle gang Investigators at San Jose and 
San Diego, California. In January, 1979, an attorney 
specializing In narcotics related RICO cases was assigned to 
San Francisco at the request of the United States Attorney 
(USA) and a federal task force was formed shortly thereaf ter 
consisting of agents from DEA, ATF and the FBI. 0" J" ne 1 3 
1979. a federal Indictment was returned against 32 Individuals 
Identified as either members of or associates of the HAMC. 
In July. 1979, this was followed by a superseding Indictment 
Incorporating additional charges resulting from arrests and 
searches made In June.

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B. Narrative of 

In January, 1979, a federal task force was formed 
at the direction of the USA at San Francisco, California, for 
the purpose of developing a RICO case against members and 
associates of the HAMC. In this regard, an extensive review 
of prior cases developed and prosecuted by the DEA revealed 
a clear and consistent pattern of narcotics trafficking on 
the part of certain members and associates of the HAMC. 
This pattern consisted of numerous seizures of clandestine 
methamphetamlne laboratories by state and federal Investigators 
Evidence was also available Indicating that precursor chemicals 
had been transported 1n Interstate commerce for the purpose 
of operating the clandestine laboratories to the financial 
benefit of the members and associates of the HAMC. This 
history of prior dealing In the Illicit manufacture, 
possession and distribution of narcotics was supplemented wltn 
more current Information provided by numerous witnesses and 
extensive use was wade of the Federal Witness Protection 
Program. The pattern of racketeering activity consisted 
principally of conspiracy on the part of the defendants to 
wanufacture, possess and distribute narcotics and evidence 
Indicating that several members had participated 1n various 
homicides and attempted homicides. Each defendant was 
charged with one count of conspiracy and one substantive 
count under subparagraph C and D of Section 1962, Title 18, 
United States Code (USC). Additionally, Rublo, Maxwell, 
Passaro and Brandes were charged with conspiracy to violate 
subparagraph A of Section 1962, Title 18, USC, relating to 
the Investment of Income derived through a pattern of 
racketeering activity 1n a legal enterprise known as San 
Rafael Auto Body and Repair. 

An Indictment was returned on June 13, 1979, 
against 32 defendants and was superceded 1n July with an 
Indictment naming a total of 33 defendants. On June 13, 1979, 
arrest and search warrants were served by agents from DEA, 
ATF and FBI which resulted 1n the arrest of 17 defendants, 
Including Ralph Hubert Barger, the nationally recognized 
leader of the HAMC. At the time of the Indictment, four 
defendants were already In custody and one died as the 
result of an accident prior to the date that the Indictment 
was returned. One defendant was arrested by the State Police 
at Tucson, Arizona, during a routine traffic stop and five 
other defendants were arrested 1n the San Francisco Bay Area 
during October-December, 1979. Five, additional defendants 
are currently fugitives from Justice.
